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HE cotton states can grow corn. Last year there were more acres of 
corn on the average cotton farm than there v/ere acres of cotton. 

In peacetime, approximately one-half of the cotton production of the average 
farm normally has been exported. Resumption of cotton exports, after the war, will 
protect U. S. corn growers from the competition of new millions of acres of land and 
hundreds of thousands of men — acres and men who, without exports, would be 
forced from cotton production.
